2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because 
the subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT: 

2.2 Document D1 discloses all the features of claim 1 : a fluid device for the recovery 
of the kinetic energy of land vehicles, comprising an intake line, a delivery line, 
and a pumping unit, which is connected to the intake line and to the delivery line, 
said fluid device further comprising at least one actuating element set along a road 
course of a road infrastructure for the transit of vehicles, functionally connected to 
the pumping unit and mobile between a position of unloading and a position of 
loading, in which the actuating element is designed to be surmounted by a vehicle 
ravelling along said road infrastructure. 

2.3 Also documents D2-D8 each disclose all the features of claim 1 . 

3. In view of the documents D1 -D8, dependent claims 2-1 7 do not contain any 

features which, in combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, 
meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of novelty and inventive step (Article 
33(2) and (3) PCT). 
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
